In the aftermath of the weekend’s snow 

storm, students across the Omaha area 

~ tuned in to local television and radio sta- 
tions to check on the status for Monday’s 
classes. For the majority of students in 
Omaha Sunday night, the word was “can- 
celled.” But well into the night the word 
for UNO students was “mum.” 

By 9 p.m. on Sunday, several colleges 
made the decision to close their doors. 
Metropolitan Community College and 
Grace University, both in Omaha, an- 
nounced they would be closed. The Uni- 
versity of Nebraska-Lincoln declared they 
would be closed as well. 

But by the time three of four late tele- 
vision news casts were completed, no for- 


mal announcement had been made concern- 
ing Monday classes at UNO. Some students 
called local media for information. Television 
station KMTV, for example, received about 
thirty calls from viewers wanting to know the 
status of UNO classes. 

Neil Morgensen, assistant vice chancellor 
and director of facilities management plan- 
ning at UNO, said the decision to delay 
classes was made at 10:30 p.m., Sunday night. 
“It became obvious that there was much 
cleaning up to do,” Morgensen said. “At that 
time, several of the west annexes were out of 
power, and the streets going through the 
(Elmwood) park were closed. Access to the 
university via the southeast was closed off. 
After surveying the damage, we decided that 


clean up could be performed in the morn- 
ing, and classes could resume at noon.” 

But any students on campus for their 
noon-hour classes Monday soon discov- 
ered the university had been closed for the 
remainder of the day. 

“When we arrived on campus Monday 
morning,” Morgensen said, “we realized 
there was quite a bit of cleaning up to do. 
And the removal of debris was not only 
concentrated on this campus. There was 
extensive damage at Aksarben as well. 
There was too much work to do.” 

At 10:30 Monday morning, the deci- 
sion was made to cancel classes for the

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Student 
Court: 


Election 
Stands

On Friday the UNO student court unani- 
mously decided against a grievance that called 
for the nullification of the UNO elections of 
Oct.15-16. The grievance, filed by former 
Student President/Regent candidate Tugba 
Kalafatoglu, contended that the UNO elec- 
tion commission both violated the UNO Stu- 
dent Government Constitution and discrimi- 
nated against ILUNO students when it refused 


those students a vote in the Fecent Student 
elections. 


Chief Justice of the student court Randy 
Shultz (who is also the election commis- 
sioner) said the decision was final. “We made 


_ our decision based upon the rules and consti- 


tution that the Board of Regents approved,” 
he said. 

According to Section Il, paragraph A of 
the UNO student government constitution, all 
“currently enrolled students” at UNO are 
members of theelectorate. Paragraph B is an 
anti-discriminatory clause granting “regis- 
tered student(s) at UNO” the vote regardless 
of “race, color, sex, religion, national origin, 
age, disability, marital status, political affili- 
ation, Vietnam-era veteran status or sexual 
orientation.” 

An official statement issued by the student 
court after the decision said ‘“‘ILUNO students, 
as defined by the Registrar, are not registered 
students.” 

The grievance was formally filed on Oct. 
20 after the election commission, despite 
complaints from ILUNO students, interna- 
tional students, UNO alumni and others, went 
ahead with the election and announced a win-

What do you do when you fin- 
ish last in an election? You think it 
over, offer a few sage words, and 
move on. 

That is what Len Hillhouse,.a 
former candidate for Student Presi- 
dent/Regent is doing. In thinking 
about the election, he has come toa 
frank conclusion. “The odds seemed 
against me from the get-go. I would 
have to say that yes, the outcome of 
this election was what I expected,” 
Hillhouse said. 

Hillhouse was eliminated from 
contention when he finished fourth 


(by one vote) in the Oct. 15-16 elec- 
tion. The top two vote-getters, Joey 
Sanchez and Chris Gordon, face-off 
this week in a run-off election. 

Hillhouse said he believes if he 
had campaigned harder, he would 
have had a better opportunity at the 
position. “If we, and the rest of the 
candidates, had been more aggres- 
sive, the race would have been a 
little tighter. Everyone wanted to 
‘play nice’ because of what hap- 
pened last year.” 

Last year’s Student President/ 


‘Regent election featured an 


aggresive, often heated campaign 
resulting in some tense moments. 
“If Thad to do it all over again, I 
would run again,” Hillhouse said. 
“The whole election process was 
both a positive and a negative ex- 
perience. It was positive in the fact 
that we got some experience in how 
elections work here on campus. in 
some ways, it was negative.” 
“Unlike real elections, there was 
no real way to get our messages out 
to the public; besides getting in the 
voters’ faces on election day.” 
Hillhouse sai he blames a lack of 


media on the low voter turn-out. 

“These people (student voters) 
know that we will be pestering them 
on election day. And that is why they 
don’t vote,” Hillhouse said. “But if 
we got a chance to go out two weeks 
before hand and totally nail the is- 
sues, I think things would go a lot 
better and students would get out 
and vote.” 

“It is great that we (the candi- 
dates) are reaching the Greeks and 
other student organizations. How-—

In addition to those students attending 
classes in the day, Morgensen said that stu- 
dents who take classes at night influenced his 
decision.

Kalafatoglu said she was not surprised by the deci- 
sion. “I’m not shocked,” she said. “I knew nothing 
would be changed.” 

“At UNO it is hard enough to be a minority,” said 
Kalafatoglu, who is an international student from Tur- 
key. “It’s even harder to be a minority and then try to 
be a leader. It seems that people are always changing 
the definitions of positions to make it harder for us.” 

Part of the problem, according to Kalafatoglu, is 
that the election commission and the student court are 
the same people. In accordance with the UNO’s stu- 
dent government constitution, complaints about the 
election commission are heard by the student court. 

Robert Sivick, an attorney hired to represent 
ILUNO students in the matter, said he planned to ap- 
peal the decision. “Our first course of action is going 
to be to appeal to the Chancellor (of UNO),” he said. 
“And if that doesn’t work, we are going to appeal to. 
the Board of Regents.” 

“If neither of those options work,” Sivick said, “we 
are going to have to go to court.” 

The main area of disagreement between the caniee ' 
centers around the definition of “student” at UNO. 
Sivick said student government has no right to exclude 
any students because the wording in ie constitution 

‘is so broad. 

The student court decision twice referred to “stu- 
dents, as defined by the Registrar.” But Sivick said he 
believes the registrar should not be the sole reference 
point in defining “student” for election purposes. 

Shultz said the student court would forward a rec- 
ommendation to the Student Senate to review Section 
Nl of the constitution for the “purpose of clarification.” 

“The Senate needs to understand that the constitu- 
tion needs clarity, or needs to be reworded,” he said. 
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A Family Expert. Not.

Many of us at UNO already have kids. Those of you who don’t are 
striving feverishly to polish the “skills” necessary to create a child. And 
someday, by ‘golly, you'll succeed. Out will pop a squalling, goo-covered 
little person with balled fists and unfocused eyes — a tiny poop machine. 
From that day on, torrential rains of well-meaning advice will gush forth 
from all quarters. Just beware a soaking from self-proclaimed “family 
experts” such as columnist John Rosemond. 

Mr. Rosemond is syndicated in 100 or so papers nationwide. He’s from 
the antiquated, crumbling, asbestos-filled “Children-Should-Be-Seen-And- 
Not-Heard” school of thought. The Omaha Weird-Herald recently pub- 
lished a Rosemond gem entitled “Self-Esteem Does Children No Good.” 
Usually I skip his spare-the-rod-and-spoil-the-child blather, but this title 
grabbed me. How could self-esteem be bad? I wondered. 

“Esteem” means “to regard with respect,” according to Webster’s Dic- 
tionary. A modicum of self-respect seems a prerequisite to constructive 
behavior for individuals within any society. Those who think poorly of 
themselves are often unable to form meaningful relationships. They’re 
more likely to be maladjusted, unproductive, neurotic, drug abusive, and 
criminal, At least, from what I've observed, experienced, and learned. But 
self-esteem, not a lack thereof, is the problem — according to Rosemond. 

Our “expert” claims that“... children should no more esteem them- 
selves than should adults. Children should learn to esteem others, begin- 
ning with their parents. The assignment of esteem eventually generalizes 
to other authority figures, peers, and one’s ‘fellow man.’ At some point in 
adulthood, what goes around comes around. The respect given suddenly 
‘matures’ as true self-respect.” 

Hmm. . . sounds like some sort of twisted Retro-Psychobabble. And 
curiously, Rosemond first asserts that children and adults shouldn’t es- 
teem themselves, then he claims they can if they’ll only follow his for-

mula. He leaves unexplained by what mysterious alchemy the lead of 
self-abnegation transforms to the gold of self-respect. Evidently, we'd all 
be better off feeling like human zeroes until we learn to respect everyone 
except ourselves. Then voila! 

After this stunning non sequitur, Rosemond asserts that children should 
learn to feel guilt and shame when they do bad-things. He advocates these 
emotions as social controls: “... children should, when they behave in 
antisocial ways, feel bad about dientelves . The idea that adults should 
criticize the act, but not the child himself, alton children to distance them- 
selves from, and therefore not take full responsibility for, antisocial be- 
havior,” 

. Now that’s a recipe for a screwed- -up kid. “Timmy! You broke the 
damn lamp! What do you have to say, little mister? You should be ashamed 
of yourself. Why are you so bad?” Tella kid often enough that he is bad 
and eventually he'll believe it. And then? What the hell, he might as well 
prove it. 

’ It’s simple to damn the act—and not the kid—while instilling a sense 
of responsibility for one’s actions. “Timmy. You broke the lamp and that's 
not good. And although I love you, I'm very unhappy with what you did. 
You must learn that when you do bad things, there are bad consequences. 
No cartoons for a week.” See? It’s not too difficult unless you’ re a petty 
dictator bent on fostering mental problems in your child. All humans do 
both good and bad. That doesn’t “make” us into anything. And we’re 
able to change our behaviors without counterproductive emotional mecha- 
nisms like guilt and shame. Even kids can learn to feel appropriately 
regretful over misbehavior without damning themselves. 

Last year, in another article published in Knight-Ridder Newspapers, 
Rosemond set up a straw man by claiming that legions of parents and 
educators “... have been doing their darndest to build up the self-esteem 
of children by telling them how wonderful they are...” Isn’t that hor- 
rible? Telling kids they’re wonderful. Harrumph! 

In the same piece, Rosemond goes on to lay the alleged ills of society 
at the feet of the so-called “self-esteem movement,” pronouncing that “. . 
. rates of teen depression, drug and alcohol use... and violence began 
rising sharply around the same time the ‘self-esteem’ movement began

picking up steam.” Without cites, it’s dif- 
ficult to assess what degree of truth—if 
any—his charge contains.

Elton John Not Saying Goodbye 


to the Yellow Brick Road Just Yet

Elton John performed to a sold 
out crowd of 14,600 fans at the 
Hilton Coliseum in Ames, Iowa, 
Friday night. (Tickets went for $29 
and $42 at TicketMaster locations, 
but more than a few people said they 
paid over $100 at ticket brokerages.) 
If the crowd had been expecting a 
mellow, adult-contemporary con- 
cert they were setting their sights too 
low. 

It is true that Elton’s music has 
mellowed with maturity, but he is 
still pounding out memorable songs 
on his baby grand. Dressed in an 
electric blue suit and backed by a 
seven piece band in all black, Elton 
glowed under the lights and often 
looked out at the crowd. 

The show’s opener was the pi- 
ano heavy “Simple Life,” followed 
by “The One.” A trio of vintage fa- 
vorites followed with “Goodbye 
Yellow Brick Road,” “Grey Seal” 
and “Honky Cat”. Of the three, 
Elton most visibly enjoyed crash- 
ing the keys of his Yamaha during

the rambunctious rock of “Honky 
Cat.” The song pulled the audience 
out of their seats for the first time 
since Elton had taken the stage. You 
couldn't help but tap your foot and 
bounce side to side. The banjo and 
saxophone added a unique twist to 
the song, which could thrive on al- 
most any radio station. 

After the excitement of that song 
the crowd sat down for the dull 
power ballad “Can You Feel the 
Love Tonight.” Of the songs per- 
formed from “The Big Picture,” 
Elton’s latest album, only “If the 
River Can Bend” brought back the 
excitement felt early on during the 
show, while “Love’s Got A Lot to 
Answer For” marked a mass exo- 
dus for the restroom and drinks. 
Few of the songs off the new album 
were met with much enthusiasm. 

The second highlight of the show 
was a series of songs beginning with 
“Philadelphia Freedom.” The crowd 
got on its feet and danced in the 
aisles for this one. I had never heard 


this song before, but 
found myself en- 
joying it just as “4 
much as my 
mother (who in- 
formed me that the song | 
is older than I am). 

The crowd exploded with ap- 
plause and jumped up and down at 
the opening chord of “Bennie and 
the Jets.” Elton kicked his piano 
bench away for the second time and 
let the audience participate with the 
classic “call and response” chorus, 
which they shouted enthusiastically. 

The extended performance was 
easily the climax of the show. Elton 
kept the energy high with the 
proper-set closer “Saturday Night’s 
Alright for Fighting,” but it could 
not beat the emotional high of 
“Bennie and the Jets.” At this point 
the show was 2 and a half hours 
long. . . and definitely worth the 
money. 

After a brief break, Elton re- 
turned to the stage, stopping to sign 


autographs and thank the crowd. He 
then explained that he would not be 
playing “Candle in the Wind.” In 
place of it he performed a cover of 
a Beth Nielson-Chapman song titled 
“Sand and Water” which he felt said 
everything he wanted to. I myself 
felt cheated for a few minutes. . . 
but after listening to the words and 


sensing the emotion of t h e 
song, I realized it . was 
best that he avee, did 

x not 


“Candle in the 
Wind.” 

Disappointed \ .¢ 
fans began to file — al 
out after being informed they would 
not hear the new version of the song, 
only to run back to their seats when 
“The Bitch is Back” brought the 
crowd to its feet again. The intense 
guitar solo recalled the days of 
Elton’s initial fame in the 1970’s. It 
was very appropriate that Davey 
Johnstone, a member of The Elton 
John Band in the 70’s would be back 
on board for this tour. 


Elton returned for a second en- 
core to dedicate “Your Song” to the 
fans who have supported him dur- 
ing the tragedies of the past four 
months. 

I left the show feeling like I had 
been treated to an experience [ will 
not encounter again anytime soon. 
The arangement of the songs did not 
leave you wanting more. Elton sang 
all the favorites and connected to the 
crowd by singing the songs that 
mattered most. 

There were many ups and a few 
downs during the three hour perfor- 
mance, which could easily have 
been broken down into one hour for 
each decade of Elton’s career. Elton 

has worked with lyricist Bernie 
Taupin for the past 30 years and 

has been an active part of the 
music industry for over half 
of his life. 
During the past four 
years, Elton has 
been appointed life- 
time achievement 
, awards, been made a 
. Commander of the 
British Empire, an 
Honorary Member of the 
Royal Academy of Music, an

and a member of the Rock ‘n’ Roll

Elton has scored at least one top

“Your Song” in 1970.

Bachelor Brothers’ Bed & Breakfast

I stumbled upon this Canadian bestseller 
recently and was instantly captivated. Pre- 
sented as truth, the book follows the uncon- 
ventional lives of bachelor brothers Hector 
and Virgil, their guests, Waffle the cat, and 
Mrs. Rochester, a salty-tongued parrot. Hec- 
tor sees life through a veil of humor, while 
Virgil is a slightly dour philosopher. Reading 
is the major pastime at the B & B, and lists 
on the best books to read when feeling blue 
and what to read in the bath are interspersed 
between chapters.

Crazy in Alabama by-Mark Childress 

A book whose words will linger long after 
it is finished, Crazy blends the stories of a 
wife on the run after murdering her husband 
(she brings along his head for company), a 
young boy struggling to make sense of the 
world, and the fight for civil rights in a small 
segregated town in the sixties. Crazy is funny, 
sad, and fascinating. Will Lucille, the runaway 
wife, achieve her dream of appearing on The 
Beverly Hillbillies? Will Martin Luther King 
visit the town to support integrating the pub- 
lic pool? Will the young boy, Peejoe, figure 
out how to navigate the strange world of lies, 
cruelty, and unexpected love the adults around 
him create? Childress is so convincing at mix- 
ing real people with fictional characters, I 
doubted my knowledge of history.

Monroe. The song reached number 
eleven in England after its original re- 
lease in 1974. Fourteen years later, af- 
ter being re-recorded with the 
Melbourne Symphony Orchestra, it 
reached number six in the US. In Sep- 
tember of 1997, after the death of 
Pincess Diana, the song was given new 
meaning. The new lyrics were so pow- 
erful that the first line, “Goodbye 


England's rose,” was used as the front 
page headline on USA Today before it 
had been publicly sung. The result is that 
“Candle in the Wind” has become the 
only song to reach the charts for the 
same artist in three different versions. 
Songs take on new lives and mean- 
ings when given lyrics. Some listeners 
believed that “Daniel” was a gay love- 
ballad about a one-eyed war veteran try- 
ing to find peace 
in Spain. “Phila- 
delphia Freedom” 
,, Was inspired by 


Billie Jean King’s tennis team, the Phila- 
delphia Freedoms. “Someone Saved My 
Life Tonight” was thanking a friend who 
convinced Elton not to go through with 
an engagement to be married. 

Some listeners prefer the crashing 
rock of “Honky Cat” and “The Bitch is 
Back” while others will prefer the emo- 
tional lyrics of the title track “The Big 
Picture.” 

“The sunset’s up ahead,” sings Elton. 
Friday night’s audience replied, “Don’t 
Let the Sun Go Down on Me” — not 
yet.

Mav Skaters Go From. 
Cold to Hot, Win First

A blizzard was raging outside the Cadet 
Ice Arena during the game Friday evening. 
For the first two periods the Mav hockey team 
was about as cold as the surroundings. 

The Air Force Academy Falcons used three 
power-play goals to defeat the Mavs 4-2 ina 
penalty filled season opener for both teams. 

“T don’t think we played at all to our capa- 
bilities,” Mav head coach Mike Kemp said. 

Statistically, the first period went to the 
Mavs, but the Falcons held the 1-0 lead after 
the first 20 minutes. The Mavs outshot the 
Falcons 10-3 and had three power-plays last- 
ing six minutes. 

The Mavs were only whistled for one pen- 
alty in the period that came back to haunt 
them. Defenseman Josh Lampman was sent 
off at the 6:33 mark for an interference mi- 
nor. 

It took the Falcons 41 seconds to capital- 
ize on the Mav advantage when forward Dan 
Davies scored the first of his two goals. 

Davies launched a wrist shot over a slid- 
ing Jeff Purcell and beat Goaltender Jason 


Mitchell high to the glove side. 

The Mavs had good scoring opportunities, 
but Falcon Goaltender Aaron Ratfield was 
equal to the task. 

For the second game in a row, the first 
period ended with a Donnybrook that in- 
volved all 10 skaters. 

The Mavs’ Derek Reynolds and the Fal- 
cons’ Allen Hasbargen were ejected for their 
length fight. Mav forward Vic Sharma was 
assessed 16 minutes in penalties in the alter- 
cation and Dan Davies got a double minor 
for roughing. 

When the dust settled, the Falcons would 
open the second period on the power-play.

Lady Mavs Suffer 
Rare Defeat 


The No. 8-ranked Lady Mavs were forced 
to settle for a split over the weekend and, in 
so doing, lost their 12-match winning streak. 

The assignment was a difficult one: beat 
the No. 15-ranked team in the country on the 
toad, than turn around and beat No. 13 the 
next night. But the Lady Mavs were up to the 
challenge Friday at No. 15 South Dakota 
State. 

The Lady Mavs scraped out the win in four 
games, after losing the first 8-15. Behind a 
team-leading 23-kill performance 
from senior Erin Shafer, the Lady 
Mavs came back from substantial 
deficits in games three and four to 
win both the games (16-14 and 17- 
15) and the match (3-1). 

Tanya Cate, last weck’s North 
Central Conference Player of the 
Weck, was held to 10 kills on 28 
attempts. 

Cate continued to struggle 
against Saturday night’s opponent, 
No. 13 Augustana. Cate hit a minus 
.286 on the night. What was worse, 
the entire team hit a mere .033, scor- 
ing just 24 kills on 122 attempts to 
Augustana’s 43 kills on 102 at- 
tempts.
